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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding applicant's argument that Yamazaki 
does not disclose, teach or suggest a conductivity-decreasing volatile including two or more components for decreasing the conductivity of 
an amorphous silicon based film, it is noted that Yamazaki discloses in page 5, lines 9-10 that "carbide, nitride and oxygen gases such as 
methane, ammonia and oxygen where added", it further teaches in page 6, lines 18-19 that "for embodiment examples of this invention, 
carbon, nitrogen and oxygen were added for uniform dispersal in the semiconductor. CH4, C2H6 were used as the carbon. Ammonia 
(NH3) and hydrazine (N2H4) were the nitrogens and H20 or 02 were the oxygens. H20, N02, CH30H and other alcohols, C02 and CO 
were added to the reactor using hydrogen as the carrier gas. Two or more of the nitrogens and oxygens, or carbons and oxygens can be 
added" thus teaching that the use of two or more conductivity decrasing volatiles is indeed taught by Yamazaki . 
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
